. Red, Early McIntosh, Northern Spy, Early Harvest, Red Astrachan and Red Gravenstein. 


4 * Seckel and Kieffer are the hardiest of the Pears. 


‘Sour Cherries, Crab Apples, Bush Cherries, Gooseberries, Currants, Asparagus, Blue- 
_ berries, Strawberries, and Rhubarb are extremely hardy. 


Raspberries and Blackberries are hardy enough to grow satisfactorily in the far north. 
They can be relied on to come again from the roots, if they should be damaged by 
extremely low temperatures. Latham is the hardiest of the Raspberries. 


_ Planting of Peaches and Apricots, as well as Sweet Cherries, Quinces, Nuts and Plums 
will be more or less of an experiment in the far north. Figs and Boysenberries cannot 
be recommended for planting in extremely northern regions.
